Stranger than fiction was the 
treatment recently given to a 
woman in South Africa who had 
infectious hepatitis and was in 
a coma. She had been given 
several large transfusions with­ 
out showing any improvement. 
As a last resort, a cross circula­ 
tion with a live baboon was set 
up. Her blood passed through 
the baboon and back to her own 
circulation. The baboon’s nor­ 
mally functioning liver cleared 
her blood of the poisonous by­ 
products of her infection and 
she made a complete recovery. 


Another human being could 
not have been used for this pur­ 
pose because this would have 
transferred the disease to that 
person. 
Unfortunately, 
when 
this treatment was tried on four 
persons 
whose 
failing 
liver 
function was due to chronic dis­ 
ease rather than to an acute 
infection, the operation was un­ 
successful. There is hope of suc­ 
cess, however, when the treat­ 
ment is applied to properly se­ 
lected patients who would other­ 
wise die. 


Q—Is there any way to pre­ 
vent premature senility? 


A—Although some drugs are 
being used for this purpose, au­ 
thorities agree that the 
most 
Important measures have to do 
with one’s mental outlook on 
life. Fear of senility can age 
you faster than anything else. 
Those who struggle 
to 
keep 
their appearance neat and to 
maintain a keen interest in the 
life around them rather than 
retreat from the stress of living 
remain youthful at any age. 
Tissues and functions that are 
not constantly used deteriorate. 
King Gustav V of Sweden was 
able to play tennis at 70 because 
be never used his 
advancing 
age as an excuse to give up. 
Even if you can’t play tennis 
every day, you can increase the 
length of your daily walk with 
or without jogging. Avoid over­ 
weight, abstain from smoking 
and observe all the other rules 
of healthful living. 
The drugs that may be of 
value in carefully selected cases 
Include small doses of anticoag­ 
ulants, Hovizyme, Benizol and 
stanozolol. None of these are 
w'onder drugs and none should 
be taken without medical super­ 
vision. 
Q - r m taking five drops of 
Iodine in water twice a day. 
Could this cause my temples 
to feel full? 
A—No, but your doctor should 
search for the cause of your 
discomfort. 
Q—T 
have 
an 
excessive 
amount of gas after meals no 
matter what I eat. The non-pre­ 
scription drugs 
1 
have tried 
have not helped. What do you 
advise? 
A—Easting too fast and con­ 
scious efforts to belch cause you 
to swallow air. This increases 
the gas both in your stomach 
and your bowel. In addition to 
this, gas in the boweJ comes 
from the fermentation of such 
foods as dry beans, corn, peas, 
potatoes and members of the 
cabbage family. When you eat 
a meal, the distention of your 
stomach puts added pressure on 
your lower bowel and increases 
the explusion of gas. 
Several preparations that con­ 
tain methypolysiloxane. some of 
them requiring no prescription, 
are now available. They have 
been a godsend to airplane pi­ 
lots and astronauts in whom 
high altitudes favor the expan­ 
sion of any gases contained in 
the body. 
Q—After every meal T have 
rumbling and gurgling in my 
abdomen. T also belch a lot. 
Is this due to indigestion or an 
ulcer? 


A — Your ru m b lin g s are 
caused by the movement of a 
mixture of gas and fluid in your 
digestive tract. They are not. 
in themselves, a sign of either 
disease but may be associated 
with 
various 
gastrointestinal 
disturbances. 
Q-r am taking Librium for 
bloating and stomach upsets. Do 
you know' of anything better for 
those conditions? 
A—Librium is a tranquilizer. 
Although it may help to relieve 
a ‘nervous stomach,” it will not 
remove the underlying cause, 
which should be determined by 
your psysieian or 
a specialist 
in gastrointestinal diseases. 
Q—I have been taking Atro- 
mid-S for a heart condition. Do 
these tablets cause an increase 
in urination? 


A — Not unless you use a lot 


of water to get them down.

Tuesday , Aug. 5 . . . and it is a “ guten morgen” —and we are on 
the road to Weisbaden v ia Cologne and Koblenz . . . stay ed last night 
in Düsseldorf . . . as in other towns throughout Germany , Düsseldorf 
is a city of sidewalk cafes, outdoor beer gardens, flower and v ege­ 
table stalls . . . hav e not seen a screen on any window . . . but do 
see the washing and bedding hanging from balconies and windows 
. . . passed through Anheim, the first Netherlands city to feel the 
rav ages of World War I I . . . Almost totally destroy ed, today Anheim 
is a rebuilt ultra modem city . 
Cologne — a 2,000-y ear-old city —and the cathedral is the 
focal point . . . so enormous one can see its spires many miles 
from the city . . . a pre-war city of economic and industrial im­ 
portance, Cologne is struggling to regain its former position . . . 
today , Düsseldorf is where the money is made . . . passed through 
Godesbury — ami it was here at the Rhein Hotel Dresen where 
Hitler and Chamberlin met and the latter assured the world 
there would be no war . . . Godesburg is also the birthplace of 
the blind man who started training seeing ey e dogs for benefit of 
the blind . . . outside of the town is the remains of the Remagen 
bridge where General Patton and his First Army crossed the 
Rhine on the march to Berlin . . . longest v iaduct in Europe 
is at Koblenz. 
Boarded a boat at Koblenz for a trip down the Rhine . . . towns 
and v illages with church spires rising high abov e the towns . . . we 
were surrounded by beauty ev ery where we looked . . . terraced v ine­ 
y ards climbing the mountain sides . . . one castle after another — 
perched on strategic spots ov erlooking the Rhine and the v alley . . . 
wine, the best we hav e ev er* tasted, was serv ed during luncheon . . . 
the cost on board was $2.5 0 — and the same bottle of wine costs 
$40 per bottle in the U.S.A. . . . landed at Bacharach — then a driv e 
to Weisbaden. following the Rhine . . . an interesting town . . . in 
earlier day s, this was the spa to which the Russian nobility came to 
stay the winter . . . their former ornate mansions are now occupied 
by others. 
Wednesday , Aug. 6 . . . another “ guten morgen” -warm and 
sunny as we proceeded on our way to Lucerne. Switzerland . . . 
crossed the Riv er Mani near Frankfort, an important industrial 
city where the Opel car is made . . . lov ely Heidelberg on the 
Neckar Riv er nestles between two mountain ranges . . . the city 
is known for its univ ersity dating back to the 15th century . . . 
it was a finishing school for German nobles — who were taught 
correct Germanic manners by daughters of improv erished noble­ 
men . . . a badge of distinction and honor was the dueling scar on 
the right cheek — and many who did not hav e their face scarred 
in a duel — went to a doctor who performed an operation in the 
cheek . . . the wound was kept open for a week — assuring both 
a nice scar and prestige . . . this was common practice up to 
World War II . . . just outside Heidelberg is “ Patrick Henry Vil­ 
lage” —so named by our Army of Occupation . . . still in use — 
it is complete with schools, stores, churches and homes for fam­ 
ilies of American personnel. 
Stopped for lunch at Offenberg . . . the town’s most important 
man is a newspaper publisher . . . he has installed a rev olv ing news 
reel adjacent to the wall in Berlin — so those who liv e under the 
heel of the Russians, do get news from the Western world . . . need­ 
less to say —he is hated by the Communists. 
The towns and v illages remind me of Petunia City . . . color­ 
ful flowers and shrubbery line the streets — or are planted in 
flower box es and hanging baskets . . . the driv e through the Black 
Forest was pure pleasure — picturesque with its farms built be­ 
tween 1500-1600 . . . drov e through a section known as “ Childish 
Catholicism” —where the people hav e the reputation of nev er 
thinking for themselv es . . . the priest’s word is law — and his 
word is nev er questioned . . . Bob Rumer, St. Louis, a member of 
the tour group, made the driv e ev en more pleasurable, play ing 
German and Swiss songs on his harmonica . . . crossed the Danube 
high in the Black Forest . . . through “ No Man’s Land” — an 
area so named because it does not belong to either Germany or 
Switzerland . . . people who liv e here are giv en the right to choose 
their citizenship . . . they choose Switzerland — and enjoy low 
tax es — and little or no death tax . 
Crossed into Switzerland at 4:45 . . . stopped to see the Rhein 
Falls — emerald green in the late afternoon . . . before arriv ing at 
Lucerne — we were back in Germany for a short time . . . all due to 
the erratic border line. 
Our home for the two-night stay in Lucerne was the Grand 
Hotel National, facing Lake Lucerne, with the mountains as a 
back drop . . . a lov ely spot — and superb serv ice. 
Highlight of the stay in Lucerne was the thrilling cable car ride 
up the mountains to Mount Pilatus . . . it is the steepest cog-wheel 
railway in the world , . . a max imum grade of 48 per cent . . . in 
30 minutes we went from an elev ator of 1,600 feet to ov er 7 ,000 feet 
. . . v iew at the top is spectacular . . . can see Lucerne, Lake of the 
Four Cantons, Alpine ranges and as far as the Black Forest and 
Vosges . . . the trip down was by aerial cableway . 
Wound up our stay in Lucerne at the Stadtkeller — where we truly 
felt the Swiss mood with music, wine and food . . . cheese fondue — 
a small glass of Kirsch . . . bratwurst, white wine, roesti — topped 
off with the specialty of the house — a dessert called “ Swiss Chalet” 
. . . original Swiss music, costumes and y odelling made it an ev ening 
to remember . . . nex t ov ernight stop is Innsbruck, Austria, v ia 
Leichtenstein. 


“MENTAL HEALTH THOUGHT FOR THE WEEK“

In the 
business 
community , 
there are the ex pressions, “ the 
more y ou giv e, the more y ou 
get” and “ y ou get what y ou pay 


for” , . . imply ing that quantity 
and quality of goods and serv ices 
obtained are 
often 
determined 
by the amount of money paid. 
Usually , the more y ou inv est in 
something, the greater the re­ 
turn. It requires v ery little in­ 
v estment, the returns are often 
v ery small. 


Those same cliches can also 
apply to the ‘‘giv e and take” be­ 
tween people. What y ou giv e of 
y ourself to others determines, to 
a large ex tent, what y ou will get 


in return. Tn other words, if y ou 
do not put much effort into a 
relationship with another person, 
y ou can’t ex pect to get much 
from the relationship. 


Many people think of the “ giv e 
and receiv e” of personal rela­ 
tionships 
like 
the 
“ giv e 
and 
take” in the business world . . . 
a dollar giv en for a dollar in 
goods or serv ices receiv ed. Ad­ 
mittedly , the abov e analogy is 
somewhat 
limited it would be 
similar to being “ nice” to a per­ 


son who has been “ nice” to us. 
It is rather easy to be pleasant 
to someone who has been pleas­ 
ant to us, but where is the “ ef­ 
fort” and the “ satisfaction” ? 
If our attitude is this: “ I am 
alway s doing 
for 
others, and 
what do I get in return? ” we 
are asking 
for 
disappointment 
and 
dissatisfaction. 
Real 
and 
lasting satisfaction comes from 
g i v i n g 
of ourselv es 
without 
thought of getting any thing in 
return. We must giv e for what 
it does for us, because we can 


feel our 
“ worth-while-ness” 
to 
somebody else. This is not an 
ea sy attitude to dev elop: 
but 
the greater our accomplishments, 
the greater the satisfaction. This 
is the “ more” we get when we 
giv e.

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Feelings Do minate Po lls 


By HENRY J . TAYLOR 
Millio ns must find it inex plicable — 
and to tally sho cking — that the public's 
estimate o f Sen. Edward M. Kennedy ’s 
perso nal fitness to be president o f the 
United States declined so little in the 
Gallup and Harris po lls after he rev ealed 
his reactio ns and perfo rmance in the 
Chappaquiddick ev ent. 
They wo nder whether, when peo ple 
say “ I think,” do they really think? The 
abso lutely demo nstrable answer, alas, is 
no . Po ll replies sho w little mo re co ncern 
fo r tho ughtful co nclusio ns than fo r Miss 
America’s mo ther o r the to rto ises o f 
Aldabra in the Indian Ocean. It is ap­ 
palling that po lls ex ert a po werful ty ran­ 
ny in general o pinio n, and it’s high time 
so mebo dy blew the whistle o n why peo ple 
reply to po lls as they do . 
The public’s answers are the pro duct 
o f practically ev ery thing y o u can think 
o f — ex cept thinking. No r is this irre­ 
spo nsible senselessness peculiar to o ur 
co untry . 
When I was in Berlin recently the 
respected Wickert Research Institute ran 
a natio nwide po ll asking what gro up the 
peo ple co nsidered the mo st po werful to ­ 
day in West Germany . West Germany ’s 
po pulatio n is 6 0 millio n. Only abo ut 20,000 
J ews hav e cho sen to remain since Hit­ 
ler’s ho rrible diabo lic purges, making the 
J ewish 
percentage o f the 
po pulatio n 
practically zero . 
Yet the po ll sho wed that eight o ut o f 
10 West Germans believ e that “ the J ews 
are the mo st po werful gro up in West 
Germany .” This is apparently a lefto v er 
fro m the Hitlerian pro paganda, and such 
“ thinking” in the replies is. o f co urse, 
to tally witho ut a trace o f any thinking 
whatev er. 
Able Elmer Ro per, who is a philo s­ 
o pher as well as a famo us po llster, lo ng 
ago fo und and demo nstrated that feel­ 
ings, no t tho ughts, do minate po ll replies. 
Thinking nearly v anishes. Ro per cited 
case after case in which peo ple’s ap­ 
pro v al o r disappro v al o f a presidential 
candidate is undeniably the result o f 
emo tio nal 
reaso ns, 
psy cho lo gical 
rea­ 
so ns, co mpletely unco nnected with so ber 
tho ught. 
Stated Ro per: “ The o ne thing the re­ 
spo nses are usually no t — and I repeat 
no t — inspired by is tho ughtful ev alua­ 
tio n. 
The highest appro v al o f presidential 
actio n and perfo rmance ev er giv en in the 
Gallup po ll’s entire histo ry (87 per cent) 
went to a president during his first week 


in the White Ho use befo re he had time 
to do any thing at all. 
This was President Truman at the 
mo ment he to o k o v er fro m FDR. And, 
the same president, with what was pro b­ 
ably equal tho ughtlessness, later receiv ­ 
ed the lo west Gallup rating ev er giv en: 
23 per cent. 
The po lls’ appro v al o f President Eis­ 
enho wer sho t sky ward, straight up like 
the Eiffel To wer, after the disastro us 
196 0 Paris summit co nference with Nikita 
Khrushchev , fo r no co nceiv able reaso n 
o ther than o ur public’s natural resent­ 
ment against Khrushchev ’s brutal casti­ 
gatio n o f a President o f the United States 
and o f o ur co untry . 
The Bay o f Pigs perfo rmance was 
to tally 
inex plicable idio cy . 
Surely no 
President ev er sho wed up wo rse. Yet 
President Kennedy ’s po pularity rating 
so ared in the po lls in the first week after 
— after — the Bay o f Pigs. Mr. Kennedy 
nev er reached, befo re o r after, the high 
rating he hit when that debacle became 
kno wn. 
During President Kennedy ’s last sev ­ 
en mo nths in o ffice his Gallup po ll rating 
slid steadily do wnhill. His po pularity 
reached the lo west lev el o f his career 
at the v ery mo ment o f the Dallas ho rro r 
— a decline that dated o v er the full span 
fro m the Bay o f Pigs. But the ghastly 
assassinatio n instantly rev ersed the lo w 
estimate o f his fitness as President. 
Ov ernight, the public respo nse to Mr. 
Kennedy ’s presidency zo o med. 
As fo r President J o hnso n, his do wn- 
sliding rating had a brief turnup imme­ 
diately after his Glassbo ro meeting (J une 
25, 196 7 ) with So v iet Premier Aleksei N. 
Ko sy gin — ano ther purely emo tio nal re­ 
spo nse. Mr. J o hnso n himself admitted 
that the meeting was “ o nly ex plo rato ry .” 
But Mr. J o hnso n’s o nly marked turn­ 
up came when he anno unced (March 31, 
196 8) his abando nment o f the presidency . 
His rating as President zo o med o n his 
pro mise to quit, just as President Tru­ 
man’s rating zo o med befo re he had a 
chance to do any thing. 
There is no Alfred Hitchco ck my stery 
in the po ll replies to Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy ’s presidential fitness, as indi­ 
cated o n Chappaquiddick. The public re­ 
spo nse sho uld no t ev en surprise us. We 
sho uld get it into o ur heads o nce and fo r 
all that there is no sense in try ing to 
make sense o ut o f so mething that K 
senseless.

Causes and Prev entio n o f Vio lence, in a 
well-do cumented repo rt to President Nix ­ 
o n o n “ Firearms and Vio lence in Ameri­ 
can Life,” has urged that the go v ern­ 
ment co nfiscate, with co mpensatio n, v ir­ 
tually all o f the 24 millio n handguns in 
the co untry , so me 90 per cent o f which 
are in priv ate hands. 
The 
chances 
are 
practically 
no n­ 
ex istent that Co ngress o r the peo ple will 
buy (at an estimated co st o f $500 millio n) 
such a to talitarian-ty pe appro ach to the 
pro blem o f crime and v io lence—a decree 
hat o nly the law-abiding wo uld o bey . 
So me antigun spo kesmen, in fact, hav e 
ex pressed alarm that the drastic reco m­ 
mendatio n may actually hav e harmed 
he campaign fo r stiffer gun laws. 
Nev ertheless, the co mmissio n’s find- 
ngs o ught to be required reading fo r 
ho se millio ns o f Americans who hav e 
irmed. o r co ntemplate arming, them- 
lelv es and their ho mes against the real 
ir imagined menace o f crime. 
In ax ceedingly few burglary and ro b- 
>ery cases, repo rts the co mmissio n, do es 
i ho useho lder hav e any chance to use 
lis gun to kill, injure o r scare o ff an 
ntruder. 
In Detro it, fo r ex ample, there were 
8 ,000 ho me burglaries in 196 7 , but o nly 
ne burglar was killed by a ho useho lder. 


In New Yo rk, where there are mo re than 
150.000 burglaries a y ear, o nly 20 burg­ 
lars were killed by ho useho lders in the 
decade between 1958 and 196 7 . 
Against the argument that the wide­ 
spread o wnership o f weapo ns may at 
least deter criminals, the co mmissio n 
co unters with the statement that “ The 
trend in crimes against the ho me during 
recent y ears has been sharply upward 
in spite o f the fact that the number o f 
ho me self-defense firearms has also been 
rapidly increasing.” (Abo ut o ne in ev ery 
two ho mes to day bo asts a pisto l.) 
A substantial number o f the 23,000 
annual firearms accidents o ccur in the 
ho me, say s the co mmissio n. And o f the 
8 .000 annual firearms ho micides, a large 
percentage inv o lv e family members o r 
acquaintances and many o f these also 
o ccur in the ho me. 
“ Fro m the standpo int o f the indiv id­ 
ual ho useho lder.” co ncludes the co mmis­ 
sio n. “ the self-defense firearm appears 
to be a dangero us inv estment. 
Much 
mo re ratio nal, it say s, and 
much less threatening to the ho me itself, 
wo uld be pro tectio n in the fo rm o f no n- 
lethal weapo nss. Ev en better wo uld be 
alarm sy stems. 
After all, a gun in the ho use is o f no 
use to a family that is no t at ho me, and 
that is when any smart criminal wo rks 
his mischief.

THE TECHNOLOGY applied

paced the rate o f mo dernizatio n

Witho u t an immediate start o n 
co mprehensiv e 
pro g rams 
to 
mo dernize the airpo rts and air­ 
way s sy stems natio nwide, co n­ 
ditio ns will wo rsen. 
—TODAY’S ANNUAL v o lu me 
o f 170 millio n airline passeng ers 
will triple in the nex t decade. 
—The nu mber o f airliners will 
increase fro m 2,314 to day to 3,- 
500 in 1979. 
—The v ast g eneral av iatio n 
fleet — fro m co rpo rate aircraft 
to cro p du sters — will g ro w 
fro m 124,000 at present to 260,- 
000 at the end o f the decade. 
THERE IS NO my stery abo u t 
what can and sho u ld be do ne. 
Better equ ipment and an au g ­ 
mented co rps o f air traffic co n­ 
tro llers can g reatly increase the 
capacity o f the airway s sy stem. 
New desig ns fo r air terminals, 
impro v ed airpo rt access — es­ 
pecially access ro ads — and 
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mo re satellite airfields fo r g en­ 
eral av iatio n are bu t a few ex ­ 
amples o f steps to ward an ade­ 
qu ate natio nal sy stem o f air­ 
po rts. 
DESPITE INTENSE co mpeti­ 
tio n fo r federal fu nds and the 
eco no my mo o d o f the present 
Co ng ress, the chances fo r pas­ 
sag e o f an airpo rts-airway s pro ­ 
g ram appear g o o d. In the pu blic 
interest, ho wev ev er. Co ng ress, 
the administratio n and all ele­ 
ments o f the av iatio n co mmu ni­ 
ty sho u ld wo rk to g ether to in­ 
su re that new airpo rts-airway s 
leg islatio n will meet the so aring 
traffic demands o f the 197 0s and 
bey o nd. 
DEVELOPING su ch a 
pro ­ 
g ram is a co mplex and difficu lt 
jo b. Bu t a clear u nderstanding 
o f 
a 
few 
relativ ely 
simple 
g u idelines can help ease the 
task. 
Airpo rts and airway s sho u ld 
be co nsidered separately . Bo th 
are essential. Bu t they differ 
in terms o f finance and admin­ 
istrativ e respo nsibility . 
AIRPORTS ARE lo cal facili­ 
ties, u su ally o perated by city 
o r reg io nal airpo rt au tho rities. 
The airway s sy stem, o perated 
by the Federal Av iatio n Admin­ 
istratio n, is ex clu siv ely a feder­ 
al sy stem. 


USERS OF THE airpo rts and 
airway s sy stems sho u ld pay the 
lio n’s share o f financing mo d­ 
ernizatio n 
and 
impro v ement. 
Su ch an appro ach has ample 
precedent, su ch as the hig hway 
u ser tax es and the Hig hway 
Tru st Fu nd. The airway s sy s­ 
tem 
is 
partially 
financed 
thro u g h the fiv e per cent tax 
o n do mestic airline passeng er 
tickets. 
Co ng ress 
desig nated 
this tax as a u ser charg e so me 
y ears ag o . It is likely that it 
will be increased. Bu t all u sers 
sho u ld help su ppo rt the sy stem, 
and in pro po rtio n to the u se 
they make o f it. This inclu des 
g eneral av iatio n, and the g o ­ 
v ernment as well, becau se o f 
the u se the military makes o f 
the airway s. The military , qu ite 
ju stifiably , is g iv en many pri­ 
o rities in u se o f the airway s. 
It is difficu lt to say which 
appro ach to airpo rts and air­ 
way s dev elo pment, o r co mbina­ 
tio n o f appro aches, will finally 
emerg e in leg islatio n. Bu t o ne 
fact is certain. The u sers o f 
the co u ntry ’s airway s and air­ 
po rts sho u ld prepare themselv es 
no w to pay mo re fo r this u se.

Arthur O. Erickson, reporting 
for 
the 
Building 
Committee, 
stated that a portion of the liv­ 
ing quarters in the old building 
would be torn down to make 
room for the new foundation. 
He added that the major part 
of the old cells would be left 
intact for as long as possible, 
except for the women’s portion 
of the jail, which will have to 
be evacuated. 
It will cost the county, Erick­ 
son estimated, $35,000 a year 
to transport prisoners to Free­ 
port’s jail. According to the su­ 
pervisor, Ogle County has of­ 
fered to keep Lee prisoners for 
$10 a day per prisoner. 
In further action, the super­ 
visors accepted a resolution for 
an additional % of one per cent 
county retailers’ tax in unincor­ 
porated areas. Hie additional 
tax, added to the existing three- 
quarters of one percent tax, was 
allowed the county by the last 
General 
Assembly. 
This 
in­ 
creases the county share of the 
five-cent sales tax to one cent. 
Using the additional funds for 
furnishings in the new jail was 
then proposed by Supervisor 
Floyd Archer, Compton, and the 
motion passed. 
At that point In the fast-mov­ 
ing meeting, which lasted only 
an hour, 
Supervisor E. 
M. 
Greene proposed that the state’s 
attorney’s office arrange its sch- 
edule 
around the 
Supervisors’ 
meetings so that the lawyers 
could be available to answer le­ 
gal questions 
that arise at 
monthly meetings. 
The 
resolution was 
passed 
unanimously. 
In business related to pro­ 
ceedings during the morning 
session of the Supervisors, it 
was decided to refer the hiring 
of three or four new radio opera 
tons for the Sheriff’s office to 
the Fee and Salaries Commit­ 
tee. 
Sheriff Jack Van Meter had 
requested the operators to work 
also as jailors and derks even 
before the new jail is complet­ 
ed. He had explained to the 
Board that Dixon Police 
De­ 
partment’s radio system was in­ 
effective for use by county cars 
at night. He claimed extra radio 
operators would alleviate the 
problem. 
S u p e r v i s o r Robert Burns 
moved that all county salaries 
be 
approved 
by 
the 
entire 
board, 
through 
the 
Salaries 
Committee. He noted that pres­ 
ently only the courthouse em­ 
ployes’ salaries are approved by 
the entire board. 
“It’s not fair,” Burrs said, 
“that salaries for certain work­ 
ers, such as those under the 
Roads and Bridges Committee, 
are approved by five people on 
one committee.” 
Said Supervisor Irvin Koch of 
the 
reportedly 
long-awaited 
move, “It (uniform salary han­ 
dling) avoids friction,” and cit­ 
ed groups in the county which 
had haphazardly requested pay 
hikes throughout the year. The 
motion was passed by voice 
vote. 
Pay wifi remain the same for 
the upcoming Con-Con election 
judges, decided the Supervisors.

from Ronald 
Brandau, Lee County superin- 
tendant of highways, it was re- 


vealed that the county would 
receive temporary reductions of 
$69 ,818 in motor fuel tax funds 
until June 1970; the current al­ 
lotment designated on July 9, 
969, was $159,017. 
One of the last motions of 
the meeting was a proposal for 
the Landfill Committee to inves­ 
tigate what can be done with 
abandoned cars which are said 
to clutter highways and farms 
throughout the county. 
Alter consulting Dixon City 
Commissioner George Lamb on 
the city’s new policy of hauling 
away abandoned cars to have 
them crushed, the Supervisors 
agreed to look into introducing 
similar operations.
